SIXTY KILLED WHEN 
TRAIN IS DYNAMITED. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
MEXICO .CITY, Jul; 21.-—More 
than sixty persons were killed and 
many were wounded in an attack 


by Zapatistas on a passenger train 
between this city and Cuernavaca, 
Morelos, early yesterday. 

The Zapatistas, said to number 509, 
placed a mine under the 
track, which exploded as the locomo- 
tive passed over it. The overturned 
engine hardly had settled when the 
Zapatistas svrang up from all sides 
and poured a murderous fire into the 
train. 

The first object of their attack was 
a second-class coach in which were 
riding a Federal military escort with 
a captain and three Meutenants. The 
Federals got ont of the car as quick- 
iy es possible and answered the fire 
of the assailants, but their efforts 
were futile. The command. with the 
exception of five wounded two 
who escaped, were killed. 

Thirty passengers in the second- 
class coaches were killed and many 
wounded. In the first-class coach no 
one was killed but one was danger- 
ously wounded amd may die. The con- 
ductor. an Amertean named Aller, is 
not expected to live. After the train 
had been swept by their fire, the 
Zapatistas rushed in and began kill- 
ing the wounded. A priest. unhurt, 
pleaded with De Ia, the rebel lead- 
er, to stop the slaughter, and it ceased,

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE

“Everywhere I have been,” sald a 
retired newspaper man, who gets 
around the country a good deal,” the 
people are strong for regulation of 
the Panama Canal, without the aid 
or consent of any foreign country. 
They resent the interference of Great 
Britain and ask why we should 
spend over $400,000,000 in digging a 
canal, only to have foreign nations 
dictate how it should be managed.” 
Speaking to The Times corre- 
spondent, Senator Chamberlain orf 
Oregon took the ground that the 
United States alone had the right to 
fix canal tolls and make regulations 
for the management of the canal. 
He said: 
“I disagree with the views of Root, 
Burton and Lodge that this country 
cannot regulate the Panama Canal 
without asking permission of any 
other country. I hold different views 
from those Senators with respect to 
the powers of Congress. I! think they 
are mistaken about the construction 
of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. and 
hold that Congress, has power to 
allow coastwise trade to pass through 
the canal without payment of tolls. 
“Coastwise traffic is as much intra- 
national traffic as traffic through the 
Great Lakes, up the Mississippi or 
Columbia rivers. A canal gone has 
been ceded to the United States in 
perpetuity. Sovereignty over it has 
been given to the United States and 
money has been supplied by this 
country to construct it, so it's just 
as much the property of the United 
States as the canal and locks on the 
Columbia River. 
“Senator Lodge and other Senators 
have admitted that we could not get 
a fair hearing before The Hague trib- 
unal because we would have to meot 
the prejudites of all the European 
countries, so there is nothing for ue 
to do but to administer our own 
affairs in our own way and not ask 
the consent of any other country.”

REV. GEORGE A. HENRY. 
WEST ADAMS M. E. CHURCH. 
THE PATH OF LEAST RESISTANCE Is 
THE ALLURING WAY OF FAILURE 
AND DISAPPOINTMENT. 

At the West Adams Methodist 
Church yesterday the pastor, Rev. 
George A. Henry, spoke on “Wrought 
Salvation,” taking as his text Philip- 
pians 2:12: “Work out your own sal- 
vation.” He said in part: 

“Any principle which secures the 
safety of the individual without per- 
sonal effort, or the vital exercise of 
faculty, is disastrous to moral char- 
acter. Any principle which ~ secures 
food to the individual without the 
expenditure of work is injurious, and 
is accompanied by degeneration and 
loss. 

“To sustain life, physical, mental 
moral, or spiritual, external protec- 
tion and internal nourishment are 
necessary. There is no escape from 
this law. To secure adequate protec- 
tion and a continuing supply of food, 
each organism is supplied with ap- 
propriate faculties. The organs by 
which these functions express them- 
selves must have exercise or they 


atrophy. Without fqod, bodily action | pa 


is not long possible. Without action, 


defensive armor has been provided. 
In a remarkable paragraph this armor 
is described by Paul. Writing to the 
Christians in Ephesus, where bodily 
combat was well known, he says: ‘Fi- 
nally, be strong in the Lord, and in 
the strength of His might. Put on 
the whole armor of God, that you 
may be able to stand against the 
wiles of the devil. For our wrestling 
is not against flesh and blood, but 
against the principalities, against the 
powers, against the spiritual hosts of 
wickedness in heavenly places. Where- 
fore take up the whole armor of 
God, that you may be able to with- 
stand in the evil day, and having done 
all, to stand. Stand therefore, having 
girded your loins with truth, and hav- 
ing put on the breastplate of right- 
eousness, and having shod your feet 
with a preparation of the gospel of 
peace; withal, taking up the shield 
of faith that you may be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the evil 
one. And take the helmet of salva- 
tion, and the sword of the spirit, 
which is the word of God.’ 

“The man who does this will never 
fall to the low estate of Hermit-crab 
religion or morals. He seeks not some 
protection ready made. His protec- 
tion inheres in the nature of his re- 
ligious organism. He will need no 
other defensive armor. With this 
— he shall fight his own bat- 


“The second of the biological laws 
under review is the hunger for food. 
In the spiritual order this principle 
is seen in the hunger of men for truth. 
As the physical hunger for food is 
met in two ways—one way dy the 
parasite and another way, the na- 
tural way, by those organisms which 
work out their own salvation, so the 
hunger for truth is met in two ways:

mankind will find the crowd on the 
side of the good. The knowledge of 
the Lord is to cover the earth as 


the waters cover the sea. At all 


times and everywhere the will of God 


is with the crowd. Whosoever will! 


may take of the water of life. Only 
the self will of any man gets him 
away from the crowd. With the great 
God the crowd has right of way. 
Nevertheless some words of caution 
are to be remembered. Religion and 
the crowd may be a matter of large 
significance. The crowd is not al- 
ways to be trusted. : 

To begin with, the crowd is a 
mercuria] affair, changeable, doubt- 
ful and unreliable Even when 
gathered by self-interest, by the 
power of the State, by common con- 
sent of the community, one could 
never be sure as to how long it would 
hold together. John the Baptist clad 
in leather and eating locusts and wild 
honey had his crowd and later they 
said he had a devil. Jesus Christ 
came eating and drinking, well 
dressed, social and cheerful with 
multitudes after him and he came to 


glutton. Both of them lost their lives’ 


with no crowd to save them. Both 
of them bulk larger in the soul of the 
world today than in all the centuries. 
The crowd can neither make nor 
break in a matter of real and abiding 


good. 

“A crowd may be very correct and 
very dubious. The crowd of the hour 
were children of Abraham, were fill- 
ing the church, were conferying their 
sins, were being baptized, were in a 
good way generally. Yet among 
them was a generation of vipers, 
people who were as trees to be hewn 
down, and who were as chaff for an 
unquenchable fire, the Puritan Eng- 
land of Cromwell went wild with 
folly in the Restoration of the 
Stuarts. Not every one who says 
Lord, Lord i¢ what he seems. 

“A crowd may be very earnest and 
sincere while very mistaken. . The 
Pharisees and Sadducees had no idea 
they were vipers. As children of 
Abraham they did not dream God 
could make their like out of desert 
water, to be baptized with fire and a 
fire unquenchable, was unthinkable. 

crowd may think itself wheat 
for the garner and be really chaff 
for the flame. 

It is quite possible the crowd may 
be everything good and delightful. 
If not so there can be no millenium 
and no heaven. It ts possible also 
the crowd may be quite untrust- 
worthy and doubtful. The thing to 
be learned is that the crowd is not 
character. Saints are not made by 
the multiplication table. Majorities 
may wisely rule in the earth but are 
helpless in the skies. The crowd is 
not character.” *

NEW JERUSALEM CHUROH. 
EDEN ONE THAT RE- 


LIFE TODAY. 
„Hiding Among the Trees” was 


the subject of a sermon selected by 


Rev. Thomas French, Jr., to be read 
yesterday in his absence from the 


pulpit of the New Jerusalem Church. 


A vacation of three months has been 
granted Dr. French, which he will 
pass among the trees of his apple 
ranch in Sebastopol, Cal. 

This sermon, written by Rev. John 
Goddard, Newton, Mass., is in part: 

“When the lower rules the high- 
er, and self decides what is right, 
man hides from God among 
trees. This old story of Eden dates 
back to a time far more remote than 
all the records of written history— 
to a time, indeed, when all profound 
religious truth was taught, not in 
literal statements, but in what we 
may call divine parables; and the 
modern science of archeology, as 
well as mythology, confirms this 
teaching, at least to the extent of 
making it plain that the early part 
of Genesis ie not ta be understood 
Uterally, but symbolically—Eden tells 
of the state of mind rather than of 
body. As the Old Testament tells 
it, they walked with God. Formed in 
the image and likeness of His heart 
and mind, they loved what He loved, 
they thought what He thought, they 
lived as He would have them live. 
Their minds were open to the inflow- 
ing spirit of heaven. They had 
beauty within more than paradise 
without. Nature to them was trans- 
rent, so that they instinctively be- 
held in field and forest and flower 
and fruit the spiritual love and wis- 
dom which are symbolized in nature, 


the 


and gave birth to nature. But the 
heart and soul of all the sweetness 
and joy of their lives consisted in 
this, that they recognized a constant 
Divine Source of all that was good. 
They did not claim it as their own. 
Their minds were free from the de- 
sire of ownership of spiritual gifts, 
and in this consisted their inno- 
cence. But a change came—through 
the gradual growth of an inward de- 
sire to be something in and of 
themselves, apart from God. They 
wanted to be their own. For Adam 
and Eve are not one man and wom- 
an, but a great multitude—an ancient 
dispensation or church. change 
was slow. 

“The serpent, a subtle beast, en- 
tered. Who or what is he? Man, 
unlike all other creatures, stands up- 
right, perpendicular. Most animals 
stand horizontally, lifted however, 
above the ground. But the serpent 
crawls in the dust with his whole 


length. It 


judging of what is true and right by 
what seems—by a voice from with- 
out instead of by a voice from with- 
in. This old story, if we could read 
it aright, would be seen to apply 
to the practical problems of today. 
Religion, as its name implies, if true, 
is a power to bind us back to God;

REV. WILLIAM HORACE DAY. 
FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 

WE MUST CONSIDER OURSELVES DEBT- 
ORS FOR CHRIST'S SAKE, NOT 
PARASITES ON THE WORLD. 

Dr. William Horace Day 
an anniversary sermon at the First 
Congregational Church yesterday 
morning. He said in part: 

“Forty-five years ago this church 
was founded in the parlor of Mrs. 
Amanda W. Scott, at what is now No. 
141 San Pedro street. A little group 
ef Christians decided to organize a 
Congregational church. There was a 
Roman Catholic church for the Mexi- 
cans and several Protestant denomi- 
nations had attempted to start reli- 
gious work. But when Rev. Alex- 
ander Parker came to the city these 
other efforts had ceased. Because 
this little company of Christians were 
able to say with St. Paul, ‘I am debt- 
or, because they were conscious of 

eat obligation, they determined to 

a new church. 

“It was St. Paul's sense of account- 
ability to God for the well-being of 
his fellow-men that led him to cry: 
‘I am debtor.’ This great thought 
must be centered in the life of a man 
and in the life of a church A man or 
a church must feel intensity and 
wideness of obligation. For that rea- 
son I have chosen this great text for 
the anniversary sermon. 

“If a man is to be manly he must 
feel accountability. There are two 
ways of living: Parasitism and debt- 


‘orism. The parasite says: For my 


own sake the world owes me a living; 
the debtorist says: For Christ's sake 
I owe the world a life. Every one of 
us wants to attain the abundant and 
vivid life. seems to offer 
that life. It looks very easy to be 
happy if only we had money or pow- 
er to compel other people to serve 
us. The ‘sponge’ and the ‘deadbeat’ 
are deceived by that diabolical false- 
hood. .The great majority of para- 
sites are neither the idle poor, whom 
we call tramps, nor the idle rich. 
They are average people, who try to 
live at some others expense. There 
are few more pathetic things in 
American home life than to see foolish 
parents trying to shelter their chil- 


‘dren from responsibility. Not know- 


ing that the only way to character, 
and so, to a life that is happy and 
worth while, is when a child is taught 
to feel, ‘I am debtor.’ 

“The trouble with a lot of church. 
members is in their unwillingness to 
accept responsibility. It seems so much 
easier to slip out of duties that win 
involve some personal sacrifice. The 
‘nickleations’ of the modern church 
are not only those who contribute a 
nickel when they ought to give a dol- 
lar, but those who try to get off 
with ‘nickel’ acts of service when they 
ought to be contributing the pure gold 
of complete devotion. 

“This church was founded six 
persons who felt the sense of debt as 
did St. Paul. Behind them stretched 
a line of Christians and churches who 
likewise said: ‘We are debtors to that 
faraway group in barbarous Califor- 
nia.” Dr. Warren had come to su- 
perintend home missions because 
he was not a parasite, and recognized 
that he was debtor. All across the 
continent stretched a line of praying 
and giving churches who knew they 
were debtors, not only to the Greeks 
but to the faraway barbarians. 

“When the first little church bulld- 
ing was dedicated on New High street, 
near Temple, more than half of it 
came from churches in northern Cali- 
fornia or in the Eastern States. The 
beginnings would have been utterly 
impossible had they shirked their dis- 
tant, though imperative responsibility. 
Now that we have a large member- 
ship, and a generous income, it would 


be easy for us, es a church, 
to slip into the alluring and 
easy way of the parasite. Be- 


cause the steep trail of obligation is 
so arduous we shrink from the toil 
and sacrifice, but God thrusts upon 
us great responsibilities and great bur- 
dens. We must return in glorious 
light the oil that has been so gener- 
ously poured into the lamp of our 
lives.”

“DAVID NOT ASCENDED TO 

HEAVEN.” 


In full accord with all the forego- 
ing is St. Peter's statement on the Day 
of Pentecost: “For David is not as- 
cended into the heavens; his 1 
is with us unto this day.“ St. s 
words imply that if King David had 
ascended to heaven he would have no 
sepuichre on earth. Similarly, we 
might say of all the prophets, and of 
all other persons that, if once they 
ascended to the heavenly plane, they 
could not be said to have any sepul- 
hre on earth, for the very thought 
connected with the word sepulchre is 
that of a personality awaiting a resur- 
rection, awaiting deliverance from the 
state and condition of death. So the 
Scriptures always refer, not to a 
resurrection of the Iiving, which 
would be an absurdity, but to a resur- 
rection of the dead. 

Note the connection in which the 
—_ Peter uses this expression: 
“David is not ascended into the heav- 
ens.” He had just called attention to 
the fact that David prophesied of the 
resurrection of Jesus. In the proph- 
acy he personated Jesus, and said: 
Thou wilt not leave my soul in sheol 
(hades,) nor suffer Thine Holy One to 
Bee corruption.” St. Peter argues 
that this was not true of David, that 
he did see Sorruption, that his soul 
was left in sheol, and is still there, 
and will not be reclaimed until Mes- 
ah, in the resurrection morning, 
shall call him forth. 

“BE WITH ME IN PARADISE.” 

But, says some one, did not the dy- 
ing thief go with Jesus to Paradise 
the very day in which they both dled? 
And if so, does not this prove that all 
in harmony with God go to heaven 
when the die, whatever may be the 
condition of others in death? 

No, we have made a stupid dlun- 
der and misinterpretation of our Re- 
deemer’s dying words to the thief.

infatuation, to believe that they and 
their relatives, though no detter 
than the rest of mankind, are spe- 
cial favorites of heaven; and will be 
granted the reward of the saints, 
however unsaintly their lives may 
have been. Some one has suggested 
that the ideal prayer for such is: 

“God bless me and my wife, 

My son John and his wife: 

Us four, and no more.” 

In harmony with this we find that 
when death invades a family circle 
this selfish egotism assumes that the 
deceased is acceptable to God as a 
saint, and wafted immediately to 
heavenly blise—regardiess of how un- 
saintly had been the life and how lit- 
tle of the Spirit of rist was ever 
manifested. The decéption is rein- 
forced by the Christian minister called 
to conduct the funeral service. What- 
ever he may read from the Bible to 
the effect that, if there be no resur- 
rection, they that have fallen asleep 
have hed, his sermon is sure to 
give the inference that the deceas 
needs no resurrection, because he 
has not died, but has merely been 
transferred from a lower plane 
life to a higher one. 

Here note our text. In it the Mas- 
ter says not a word about our going 
to Him, but quite the contrary— 
that He would come again and re- 
ceive us unto Himself. This is in 
full accord with the teachings of 
the aposties. Do they not tell that 
at the second coming of Christ the 
resurrection of the church will be 
the first item in order; that then 
that which was sown in weakness 
will be raised in power; that sown in 
dishonor will be raised in glory: 
that sown an animal body will be 
raised a spirit body; and that so we 
shall ever be with the Lord? Do 
they not tell us that this will be an 
instantaneous change? Is it not 
styled an awakening from the sleep 
of death? 

Hearken to St. Paul: “Behold, I 
show you a mystery; we shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, 
ih a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump (seventh 
trumpet;) for the trumpet shall 
sound,” “and the dead in Christ shall 
rise first; then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught away to- 
gether to a meeting of the Lord in 
the air.” (I. Corinthians xv, 61, 52: 
I Thessalonians, tv, 16, 17.) How 
plain, how simple! That will be the 
first meeting of the church with her 
Lord. All of her members dying 
before that time will “sleep,” while 
those dying since that,time will not 
need to sleep and wait for the 
glorious change. But, says 6, does 
not the second coming of Ch take 
place whenever His holy ones die? 
Does He not immadiately come to re- 
celve them unto Himself? , 

Surely only a very lame theory 
could seek to bolster itself up bv 
such a perversion of the Scriptures. 
If Christ were te come every time 
one of His saintly ones die, would it 
not mean many comings instead of 
merely a second coming? And even 
if His faithful were very few indeed, 
would it not seem that this would 
keep the Redeemer bu coming and 
departing every few minutes. 

Only craks ignorance of the Bible 
could excuse any such misapplication 
of its teachings. Not only merely 
one statement of the Scriptures bears 
upon this subject, but hundreds of 
statements of Scripture, by Jesus and 
the aposties; and all contradict any 
such thought. 

Hearken to Jesus's words, “No man 
hath ascended up to heaven.” Only 
the Son of Man has ever been in 
heaven. He has ascended up where 
He was before, with additional glory 
and honor. He its now preparing a 

lace for His bride class and prepar- 
ng the bride class for the place 
the place of honor at His own right 
hand. He is overseeing her ex- 
perience and causing all things to 
work together for her good, that 
she, at His second coming, may be 
prepared and be accepted as His 
bride and granted a share in His 
giory, honor and immortality. 

It is in full harmony with this 
that a little later on the Great 
Teacher declared that all the dead 
are in the grave, and that at His 
second advent He will first call forth 


life; and later will call forth the 
remainder of mankind, not as yet 
found worthy of life, that they may 
have an opportunity, a testing as 
respects their worthiness or un- 
worthiness of everlasting life on the 
human plane. 

Hear His assurance again respect- 
ing Hie faithful ones—that they 
shall share in His resurrection, the 
chief resurrection, to glory, honor, 
immortality, on the spirit plane. He 
said: Blessed and holy are all they 
that have part in the first resurrec- 
tion; they shall be priests unto God 
and Christ, and shall reign with Him 
a thousand years.” 

Be it noted that in all these ag- 
surances the church is spoken of as 
a class, all of whom will enter into 
glory together, at Christ's secon. 
coming, and not separately, as each 


may die. True, each has an in- 
dividual trial or testing to determine 


The wrong thought being in our 
minds we misinterpreted in harmony 
therewith. And our interpretation 
has done an immense amount of 
harm. Thousands of people have been 
encouraged to continue a life of sm, 
trusting that with their dying breath 
they may have the opportunity of 
saying, “God be merciful to me,” and 
then be immediately ushe-ed into 
glory, honor and immortality, as joint- 
heirs with the Savior, and in as hon- 
orable a station as those who “have 
fought to win the prize, and sailed 
through bloody seas” of trial, persecu- 
tion and self-denial. 

What a travesty of justice to sup- 
pose such an application of this pria- 
ciple! For instance, two ungodly per- 
sons quarrel. Both draw revolvers 
and fire: one dies instantly; the other, 
the worse of the two, lives a moment, 
in which he says, God. be merciful to 
me.” Then, theoretically, he passes 
into glory, while his victim, not hav- 
ing the opportunity for a cry for mer- 
cy, we are told by the same theory, 
is doomed to endless torture. 

Note the circumstance. Jesus hung 
between two thieves, one of whom

Him as an imposter, crying out, “Yes, 
if you be tse Christ, save yourself and 
us from death.” The other, of better 
heart, honestly admitted his own guilt 
and the guilt of his comrade, but de- 
fended Jesus, declaring that He was 
innocent. Following this, he didresses 
Jesus. We paraphrase his words: 
“Lord, I have defended you against an 
unjust attack; remember this poor 
thief if you ever have an opportunity 
to do a kindness to me in return. I 
heard you before Pilate say that, you 
have a kingdom, but not of this age; 
dome heavenly kingdom, I therefore 
presume. I know little about such 
matters, but from what I have seen 
of you I can well surmise you King 
of such a kingdom. request is, 
‘Remember me, when 
into Thy kingdom.“ 

To this Jesus replied, “Verily, verily 
(so be it, so be it, as you have asked) 
—verily, I say unto thee this day (this 
dark day, in which it would appear 
that I have not a friend in heaven or 
on earth—this dark day in which I am 
crucified as a malefactor, a falsifier 
and a blasphenier—I say unto thee 
this day.) thou shalt be with Me in 
Paradise.” 

Paradise has not yet come. Mes- 
siah’s kingdom has not yet been es- 
tablished: and it must come first be- 
fore Paradise Lost can be restored and 
the whole earth be made God's glori- 
ous foot-stool, as He has promised. 
But when the time shall come, when 
the kingdom shall be established, 
when Paradise conditions shall be in- 
troduced, the resurrection of that thief 
will be in order: “for all that are ia 
their graves shall hear the voice of the 
Son of Man and shall come forth.” The 
thief will then find himself in Para- 
dise—not merely because of the kind- 
ness done to Jesus, but especially be- 
cause his kind words indicated a sin- 
cerity and honesty of heart such as 
the Lord is always glad to bless 
reward.

MUNICIPAL CORPORATION 
MAY NEED SOME REGU- 
| ‘LATING. 


{San Francisco Bulletin:} Among the 
great corporations that may need 
tion by the State is the city of Los Angeles. 

That enterprising municipality is now 
completing the Owens River aqueduct. The 
cost of the enterprise has been enormous, 
and enterprising citizens would lessen the 
burden by selling water to thirsty com- 
munities within easy pipereaching dis 
tance. Apparently the plan is a good one, 
and it would be but for an inexcusable in- 


dered, those enterprising citizens, while de- 
erying the extortion of private monopolies 
would charge thirsty communities “all the 
traffic will bear.” 

Naturally, a thoughtful progressive like 
President John M. Eshelman of the State 
Railroad Commission does not approve of 
such a plan. In an address before the State 
convention of the Municipal League in Los 
Angeles he spoke his mind plainly. He de 
clared that Los Angeles had neither the 
moral nor legal right to adopt any such 


plan. 

In short, the president of the Railroad 
Commission served notice that official rep- 
resentatives of the State, not thrifty repr> 
sentatives of the municipa] administration 
of Los Angeles, will determine the rates to 
be charged the thirsty communities along 
the line of the Owens River aqueduct.

It means a tariff 
which is only large enough to pay 
the expenses of running the govern- 
ment and does not consider the work- 
ing man in any way whatever. Think 
for yourself! You cannot eat your 
cake and keep it too! You cannot 
give the wages paid for making a 
pair of shoes to a foreign working 
man and have those same wages 
yourself. 

Abe Lincoln once said he had not 
given the tariff much study, but one 
thing he did know—i!f we buy our 
goods at home, we have the goods 
and the money both. If we buy 
them abroad, we have the goods and 
the foreigner has the money. He 
could also have said, the foreign 
workman would have had the wages 
and the American workman would 
not have had them. ‘ 

Do not be deceived by the cheap 
clap-trap that under free trade you 
can get things cheaper. There is no 
possible question but what you will 
get things cheaper, even labor. How 
much better off are you if you save

Moreover, he could dismiss 
own sweet will and upset the entire 
system of civil government. 

Theoretically “the King can do no | 
wrong,” but if he should commit a 
crime there is no legal process by | 
which he could be brought to jus- 
tice, since as, theoretically, he makes 
the laws, he is above them. More- 
over the judges are the King's judges 
and deliver his judgments, so he 
could not legally try himeelf, nor 
hear a case against There 
is no way of compelling him to pay 
his debts, for even if he should gra- 
clously grant anyone permission to 
sue him for debt, the King could stil) 
refuse to pay and the plaintiff would 
be liable for all the costs of the sult. 

No member of the royal household, 
not even the most menial officer or 
servant, may be arrested or sued in 
the civil courts without the permis- 
sion of the Board of Green Cloth, 
which, of course, is a royal depart- 
ment which acts on the King's 
orders; nor may the police follow 
a fugitive into a royal palace or 
castle without the same permission. 

castles are in fact ‘“sane- 
tuaries” and, except in the case of 
a felon or a crown debtor, it is un- 
likely that permission to make the 
arrest would be given. It has been 
suggested that Christabel Pankhurst | 
take refuge in one of King George's 
casties, but if she did she would be 
safe from Scotland Yard. 

The King may not be taxed, be 
cause the revenues of the country 
being his, theoretically there would 
be no sense in taxing himself.

Fina ly, among his lesser preroga- 
tives, the King is the only person in 
the country who may drive an auto- 
mobile without an official identifica- 
tion number, although the royal ma- 
chines usually conform to the auto 
regulations prescribed for his sub- 
jects. The King also may scorch to 
his heart's content without fear of 
molestation. 

Against these tremendous powers 

and privileges, there are some com- 
paratively inconsequential things he 
may not do. For example he may not 
send to or receive from any other 
sovereign a communication on aA 
state matter without consulting his 
ministers. It would be highly im- 
proper, if not absolutely illegal, for 
him to answer a letter from another 
ruler without showing it to a min- 
ister. 
The King may pardon any or en- 
ery convicted criminal in the country. 
but oddly enough he is not permitted 
to order the release of a person who 
ja waiting for or undergoing trial.

They knew that Judge G. W. Hunter 
of Eureka wanted to get the nomina- 
tion after his twenty years on the 
bench in the county and his previous

years, but they figured that with the 
Bull influence they could force Con- 
nick through. E. H. Hart, a San 
Francisco insurance man, whose home 
is tn Marin county, had announced 
himself as a candidate,, too, but he 
seemed to have no particular follow- 
ing. It looked, in short, as if the 
Johnson crowd would pull off their 
plan and that Connick would get the 
nomination. 

And just about that time, Kent. 
tired of sucking his briar-root pipe 


alone at Washington with no one pay- 


ing any attention to him any more, 
suddenly decided that he would run 
for Congress after all. As Kent is 
one of the financial props of the John- 
sonite “cause” he cannot be affronted 
by telling him that he cant play, and 
all the Johnson political family can 
do is to sit back in the corner and 
make faces at “Bill” behind his back. 
Hunter and Hart naturally are much 
pleased at the turn affairs have taken. 
Kent was elected in the old Second 

two years ago by barely 200° 
plurality out of 50,000 votes cast. In 
the new district, before women were 
given suffrage, the majority was nor- 
mally 32000 Republican, but I. Z.

He twice was elected 
to the Assembly from Republican dis- 
tricts. Kahn. however. has a ma- 
jority of 19.000 at his back and that 
is more than Schlesinger can over- 
come by any poasibility. 


Joseph Knowland has some opposi- 
tion to overcome, naturally, in the 
district that he has represented for 
years, because Alameda county is al- 
ways a seething mass of mutiny, in- 
surrection and opposition in politics. 
But no one seriously believes that 
anyone can defeat him for etther the 
nomination or the election.
